Whatever may be said of Long. Jones, he 
is certainly one of the best politicians in the 
State. His activity and energy are types 
and models. One of Jones’ rules is to trust 

to no one else that which he can do himself. 
When he was about to send the canvassing 
poard certificates in the Brund-Leman case to 
Gov. Hamilton four years ago, some one made 
the suggestion that he employ a trusty mes- 
senger rather than the express company, 
there being rumors that some of the other 
people would like to get their fingers on those 
certificates. Jones employed no messenger. 
He buckled the certificates to his body, pulled 
his doat down over them, stuck a big country 
revolver in the pocket of his trousers, and 
took a train for Spring fieid. 


Gen. Harrison’s representatives now here 
are principally politicians and officeholders. 
Probably Col. John C. New claims to be a 
business-man, but he has been in gpolitics 
since he was old enough to vote. Huston, 
McLain, Lafolette, Griffin, Michener, and 
the other Harrison men now here are politi- 
cians and officeholders. They are clever 
men, though, and hard workers, In Indiana 
a man must be an officeholder or a politician, 
preferably both, before he is much looked up 
to. Gen. Alger's chief representative is u 
‘business-man, a car-builder. His name is 
Hecker, and he is a personal friend and sin- 
cere admirer of the ex-Governor. If Alger 
has salaried agents out Mr. Hecker is not one 

of them; with him it is purely a labor of love. 
He is a tall, gray, quiet man, who makes a 
good .opression with ease. Allison's chief 
representative is as good a politician as the 
West boasts. Clarksonis secretive, persist- 
ent, alert. 
The general opinion as brought out by 
_@asual conversations with many of the work-

The Grand Army influence is, to a large 
extent, for Alger. Al and Logan were 
Warm personal friends. They once traveied 
together to the Facile coast, and in the cam- 
paign of four years ago Gen. Logan insisted 
upon spending some time in Michigan, 
against the wishes of the National Commit- 
tee, making speeches. The General wanted 
to help his friend in his contest for the Gov- 
ernorship, which turned out to be a pretty 
close race. Mrs. Logan has taken a hand for 
Alger, too, and has. written many letters to 
friends in this State and elsewhere. A con- 
siderable portion of the popularity which 
Gen. Logan had with the Grand Army men 
has gone to Alger. Of course, that is not 
enough to make one President, but it helps. 
A gentieman from Detroit says Gen. Alger 
has already paid out this year for litho 
graphs, printing, postage, and the expenses 
of his agents more than $100,000.

day the Alger men were inclined to be rather. 


proud of their solid aelegation from the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, while at the Gresham 
headquarters a private letter from a well- 
known man of Pittsburg stating that in his 
opinion Gresham would get one-half of the 
delegates trom Pennsylvania, or thirty votes, 
was received with expressions of satisfac- 
tion.

have been living in a neighborly and friend- 
ly fashion, constantly saying nice things 
about each other and mutually agreeing that 
any candidate who would go into the State 
of another to get votes was unfair and rude. 


Gen. Hastings of Pennsylvania has been 
decided upon as the orator to whom shall be 
intrusted the task of nominating Senator 
Sherman. Gov. Foraker will be given @ 
chance to show himself to the convention in 
a supporting speech. This Ohio delegation is 
in a most unenviable plight. It should have 
the sympathy of the other States. The men 
from Ohio are about as good politicians as 
there will be on the field. They have their 
hopes and ‘ambitions as other men have. 
They have young men who are eager to sally 
forth in quest of big game. But they are all 
tied to Sherman. Ohio Republicans have 
been so much sneered at and so often 
charged with treachery to Sherman that they 
must now stand loyally for him, if not out of 
loyalty through pride. With them it-is not 
so much love for Sherman as it is love for 
theirown honor. A few of the Ohio men 
have hopes of Sherman’s nomination, but the 
majority of them have set out to be martyrs. 
Harrison’s agents have made no heudway to- 
ward getting proselytes from the Buckeye 
State. | 


A good many men have been impressed by 
the peculiar quality which there is in the 
Gresham movement. The way it has of 
springing up in far-off places, where no politi- 
ca) manipulation in its behalf wus possible, and 
where the influence of Illinois and the West 
in general must be smail, is quite puzzling. 
For instance, a well-informed man from 
Massachusetts has arrived in Chicago. He is 
a Mr. Griffin, connected with the old Repub- 
and Mr. 
Griffin gives itas the result of his observa- 
tion, without any partisan feeling about it, 
that fully one-half of the Republican voters 
or Massachusetts are for Gresham for Presi- 
dent. It seems that the Blaine men of 
Massachusetts, the Blaine masses, if not all 
the politicians who stand in front of them, 
have become Gresham men. The same thing 
is saia to be largely true in Pennsylvania, 
where the most of the Sherman men are 
those who were not for Blaine, while the ad- 
mirers of the Maine statesman have turned 
to Gresham, Some political observers do not 
take much account of the direction in which 
popular sentiment may be moving, looking 
more to the makers of trades and combina- 
tions, but tne influence of popular sentiment 
ispin this way often underestimated. 


The Gresham movement is not weak in 
popular sentiment. No candidate in the field, 
now that Blaine is out, is the choice of so 
large a number of Republicans the country 


over as he. Some subtle Gresham magnet- 


ism has run through a dozen States and found 
a foothold in a dozen more. But the Gresh- 
am movement is weak in politicians and 
managers. It is not and will not be a 


well organized movement. Some of its 
friends will get away or grow lukewarm in 
the cause because there is nobody to handle 
them and keep them in line when a moment 
of discouragement comes, as such moments 
will come to all political efforts. Men who 
could be induced to come in will remain out 
from lack of mvitauon. A few able and ex- 
perienced men have taken hold of this move- 
ment. greater number of enthusiasts 
who know what they want to do and do not 
know just how to Ret at it are contributing 
their services.

Long“ Jones was the busiest and apparent- 
ly the happiest man in the Pacific Hotel yes- 
terday. The day previous he had sent out about 
forty telegrams addressed to the candidates 
on the State ticket and other prominent Re- 
publicans asking them to come to Chicago 
immediately on business of great importance. 
The candidates took the first train that was 
convenient, and many of the prominent Re- 
publicans did likewise. The first to arrive 
was Senator Ray of Morris, candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, and afew hours later 
Joseph Fifer, candidate for Governor, put in 
an appearance. Col. Mayoof Morris, P. F. Bull 
of Ottawa, and Lucien Crooker of Mendota 
were on the way to town on private business, 
and hastened to the Pacitic Hotel as soon as 


‘they heard that Mr. Jones had summoned 


* 


the leaders for consultation. What it was 
all about no one could discover, notwith- 
standing Mr. Jones had telégraphed, “ Na- 
tionäl politics solidifying.” In the evening 
the hurriedly-summoned visitors sat around 
the corridots of the Pacific and wondered 
why they were sent for. Some of them vis- 
ited the rooms of Mr. Jones, and, finding 
there two of Ben Harrison’s skirmishers 
and a couple of Alger’s advanoed pickets, 
remained a few minutes and left. Mr. Jones 
disclosed nothing about State or National 
politics, but contented himself with telling 
interesting anecdotes about Logan, Conkling, 
Grant, and the campaigns of 1880 and 1884. 
The candidates were nonpiused, and so were 
the others who had respondgd to Mr. Jones’ 
Macedonian cry. Senator Ray resolved to 
return home on the first tram he could get, 
and did so. Meanwhile the night trains 
were hurrying to Clricago, and on each were 
‘two, three, or more anxious to lend their 
voice and influence for the welfare of the 
Republican party. After breakfast yester: 
day there gathered in the  rotunds 
of the Pacific Charles Becker of 
Belleville, candidate for State Treasurer 
Dr. Logan, ex-Minister to Central Ameri 
Robett Halbert of St. Clair, Frank Hitch- 
cock of Peoria, Charles A. Partridge of Wau- 
kegan, Horner Cook, delegate from the Fitth 
District, Charles Works of the Sixth Dis- 
trict, Henry Mayo of the Eighth District, J. 
B. Brown of Galena, Abe Smith of Rockford, 
Benson Wood, delegate from the Seven- 


teenth District. H. McAlister of Oquawka, ° 


Frank Leonard of Kankakee, W. F. Camoun, 
and John Stillwell. About 10 o'clock trey 
were invited to Long Jones' room. They 
went in singly and in pairs, went out and re- 
turned, and kept doing so until the noon 
hour. “Long” Jones was the host, and the 
cigars were good. 

After a general handshaking they began 
to talk about the condition of things in each 
other’s district. and then the conversation 
drifted to National politics. Roger W. Sher- 
man, formerly a Deputy Marshal under 
“Lone” Jones, opened the cotillion by stat- 
mg that the people in his district (Kankakee) 
were in favor of Gresham, but in some quar- 
ters there was a disposition to consider the 
possibility of a second choice, and that choice 
pretty generally fell upon Alger. James I. 
Neff of Freeport, candidate for the State 
Board of Equalization, talked in the same 
strain. It was not allowed to go any farther. 
P. F. Bull of Ottawa said the people of 
his district were solid for Gresh- 
am and did not tor a momeat 
entertain the possibility of a second choice. 
To admit of a second choice, added he with 
emphasis, was to have no choice at all. Rob- 
ert Halbert of St. Clair County wid of the 
regéut judicial election in his distriet aud 
how the Republicans had carried it for the 
first time in the history of the party. The 
Germans of St. Clair County.“ said he, are 
solid for Gresham to a man, He has the

district and if nominated will receive nearly 
every one of the 1,760 votes polled for 
the Labor candidate for State Treas- 
urer at the last election.

About this time it. became eyident to every- 
body that any attempt to organize a second 
choice for Alger had received its. quietus, 
and an adjournment was had for dinner, 
with the understanding that the conference 
should resume its deliberations in the after- 
noon. About 4 o’clock a few of the gentle- 
men gathered in Long” Jones’ ream and 
talked over State affairs for about an hour. 
No new facts were brought out, though it 
was developed that the Gresham phalunx 
was more cleverly united if possible than it 
was in the forenoon. 
A VISIPOR FROM ARKANSAS. 

Powell Clayton, delegate-at-large and mem- 
ber of the National Committee, returned to 
the city yesterday and will remain until 
after the convention. When asked by a re- 
porter for Tue TRIBUNE if the Presidential 
problem was any nearer solution than it was 
when he left the city ten days ago, he replied 
in the negative, and added: *‘ My State was 
for Blaine, but his letter to Whitelaw. Reid 
indicates that he is out of the race. While I 
was home I did not confer with any of our 
delegates, ana therefore have no means of 
knowing what their views are. My judg- 
ment is they will come here without any 
preference, but animatéd with the sole desire 
to do what is best for the interests of the 
Republican party.“ 

“Will the doubtful States—New York, 
Connecticut, and New Jersey—be prominent 
factors in the selection of the candidate?“ 

‘There is no reason why they should not. 
1 believe that if New York would come here 
and pledge itself to give its Electoral vote to 
the candidate it might name he would pe

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THE HALL NEARLY READY. 


FINISHING TOUCHES BEING PUT TO 
THE AUDITORIUM. 


Completion of the Arrangements for Light- 
ing the Assembly-Room—An Experi- 
mental Illumination—Effect Produced 
by the Many Designs When the Current 
Is Tarned On—What the Decorator Has 
Aceomplished—Some Changes in the Ar- 
rangement of Space. 

The electric-lighting of the Auditorium was 
completed yesterday afternoon, and at about 
4o’clock the final connection with the dyna- 
mos Was made and the current was turned 
on. The result was fully up to the anticipa- 
uous. The blending of the incandescent 
lights in the mass of colering on the walls is 
highly effective and harmonious. Of the 2,500 
lights on the walla, the arches, and the rail- 
ing leas than a dozen failed altogether. The 
sters forming the outer rim of the radiator 
and Lincoin’s shield glared in fulsome bright- 
ness, adding 50 per cent in intensity of color- 
ing to the already picturesque appearance of 
the decorated walls. At 8 p. m. a sort of an 
informal reception was heid at which many 


ladies were present, when all the lights 


were turned on again. The huge Na. 


tonal shield which hangs directly above the 


Speaker’s desk was in position, and its 750 
red, white, and biue globes, representing the 


Stars and Stripes, displayed, from an artistic 
standpoint, an original idea, as striking as it 


is attractive. The big stars on the elliptic 
arches are also an attraction not less 
striking than the shield. The whole thing is 
an original design of the architect, which 
has beer admirably and accurately repro- 
duced in light by the Edison Electric Light 
Company. 

The magnitude of the decorative work was 
not fully understood even by Decorator Fos- 
ter, although he bas had an experience of a 
score of vears at it, until yesterday morning. 
Though much has been done in the last two 
days still more remains. It was thought at 
first that two days would be sufficient, but 


now nearly three entire days nave been spent 


at it and it will take a day yet to complete 
the work. Most of the work on the decora- 
tion yesterday was done on the private boxes 
and the balcony railings. The boxes 
are now canopied, a few flags still 
remain to be hung, but the gen- 
eral effect can be plainiy discerned. 


Standards and shields will be set against 


the walls and over the front railing. The 
main balcony railing was supplied yesterday 
with the States’ coats of arms, shields, 
flags of various descriptions; etc. Early this 
morning almost the first piece of work to be 
done will be the putting into position of the 
military painting representing Gen. Logan 
and staff before Atlanta It will stand at 
the mght of the Speaker’s desk. A slight 
alteration has been decided upon; the paint-

The McEvoy Elevator Law Generally Con- 
demned by New York Interests, 

New York, June 12.—[{Special.]—Intense 
indignation and disgust prevail today 
among the grain trade, grain elevator men, 
and representatives of the shipping interests 
because Gov. Hill made the McEvoy Elevator 
bill a law by his signature. When the news 
that the Governor had signed the bill was re- 
ceived prominent elevator men talked of 
stopping business entirely, declaring that it 
was simply impossible to do work at the 
charges which the new law fixed, except at a 
heavy loss. As the grain receivers are fully 
in sympathy with the elevator men, however, 
it was felt that noextreme measures ought 
to be taken precipitately, and after some 
stagnation of work early this morning grain 
was bandied as usual. 

Mr. Annan of the firm of Annan & Co., ex- 
tensive owners of floating elevators, said 
that arrangements had been made with the 
grain receivers by which the elevators would 
continue work for the next few days at least. 
The constitutionality of the bill would be im- 
mediately tested in the courts. It would not 
be necessary to bring a friendly suit for that 
purpose, as the law provided for fines and

THE LOCUST AT WORK. 

The pests were perched in 
swarms on the trees in the forests; the 
covered the orchards, swarmed in the shru 
bery, and were even invading the potato- 
patches. 

It is just seventeen years since their last 
appearance in this locality. They came in 
large numbers in 1871, the year of the great 
Chicago fire. Though they may and do ap- 
pear in some parts of the country every 


‘year, the regular interval of their lineal de- 


scendants is seventeen years unless their 
maturity is hastened or retarded by acci- 
dental circumstances. When the locust is 
overdue a few years he is generally more 

than when he shows up on time. 


TWO YEARS LATE AND FAMISHED. 
Though found upon almost all kinds of trees, 
they prefer forests of oaks. 

The perfect insects emerge from the 
ground from February to the middle of June, 
according to latitude and climate. Their 
stay is about six weeks, during which they 
lay about 500 eggs each; these they deposit 
in vertical trenches, which they chisel or 
saw in the small limbs of trees. Then they 
fall to the ground and die. The eggs hatch 
in from three to six weeks. The larve 
descend about two feet into the ground and 
subsist on the juice of roots. The twigs in 


which the eggs are laid soon wither and die.

A Caustic Letter from That Gentleman to 
the Bell Telephone Company. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 12.—The Bell Tele- 
phone Company has taken out 151 tele- 
phones since the recent ordinance was passed 
to reduce the rental of the instrument trom 
$100 to $50. Mayor Francis’ order to Com- 
missioner Turner to take down the poles and 
wires and preparation by the authorities todo 
so yesterday brought out a proposition from 
the Bell Company that the City of St. Louis 
make immediate application to one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Missouri for 
an alternate writ of mandamus directed to 
the Bell Company and returnable June 18, 
such writ to require the company to show 
cause why a peremptory writ should not 
issue commanaing it to furnish St. Louis one 
or more telephones at an annual charge not 
exceeding’$0 per telephone. To this Mayor 
Francis this morning replied, refusing to 
make such application, with the following 
caustic conclusion : 

The ordinance that you refer to does not under- 
take to compel you to maintain telephone serv- 
ices. It establishes the rate at which tne busi- 
ness may be carried on in this city. Instead of 
obeying the ordinance you have seen fit to re- 
Iinquish the business. That is your affair, not 
mine. You are no longer a telephone company. 
Ishall not undertake the idle task of applying 
to a court to compel you to be a telephone com- 

any. The order heretofore issued by me for the 
removal of your poles and wires from the public 
highways will be executed. Your right to occupy 
public property terminated when you ceased to 
render the service required by law of telephone 


companies. 
The threat to hold me personally liable in dam- 


ages will not avail. 
SWEEPING THROUGH A TOWN.

HIS MOTHER'S DEATH MAKES THE 
SCENE A SAD ONE, 


The General Still in Jgnorance of the Sor- 
rowful News—A Sketch of the Distin- 
guished and Venerable Woman's Life— 
Gen. Sheridan So Much Better Further 
Bulletins Will Be Less Frequent—The 
Official Reports. 5 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 14.—[Bpecial. |— 
The faithful watchers at Gen. Sheridan’s 
bedside were saddened today by the news 
that his aged mother in Ohio had died. It 
was not unlooked for, but the General gets 
much ot his vitality from his mother, nd he 
has been doing so well lately that the same 
hope was held for her that was feit for her 
son. The fact of her death was made known 

by a telegram received by Col. Sheridan dur- 

ing the afternoon. It was depressing to the 
household, but steps were at once taken to 
keep the knowledge from Gen. Sheridan. It 
will be days, and perhaps weeks, before he 
knows of it. The General’s affection for his 
mother was so strong that the news of her 
death would undoubtedly have a most un- 
favorable effect on him. Even during his 
Ulness he has cherished the hope that he 
would be able to make his usual summer 
visit to che old home at Somerset. When he 
was first stricken down the General’s fear 
was that exaggerated accounts of his illness 
might reach his mother. This was one of the 
reasons why he was 80 strict in giving the 
army doctors orders about not giving out the 
facts for publication. Mrs: Sheridan did 
hear of her son’s illness, and during the 
crisis in the first few days inquiries were 
telegrapbed to Washington. These were not 
made known to Gen. Sheridan, and the 
answers were usually held back ti the crisis 
was past, so that the word sent to Mrs. Sher- 
idan was not alarming. It is doubtfulif she 
ever knew how dangerously sick her dis- 
tinguished son was. 

This morning the doctors gave the cautious 
opinion that the General was no worse than 
he had been twenty-four hours earlier. The 
coughing fit, which is not unusual in the 
early morning hours, had come on after mid- 
night, but it had been relieved without much 
difficulty, and the night had been a fairly 
good one. Through the moraing he gota 
good natural sleep and awoke with a sharp 
appetite, which he had to satisfy in the way 
the doctors prescribed and not in the way he 
himself suggested. During the afternoon he 
was inclined to be talkative and asked many 
questions about current news. This desire 
to know whatis going on is discouraged as 
far as possibie by the attendants, who under- 
stand the danger of overexciteément. At 
times today the General was somewhat nerv- 
ous and irritable, but this was because he 
felt well enough tobe weary of the sick 
room. He is taking much interest in the 
treatment, and since the thorough examina- 
tion made by the doctors Saturday night has 
expressed himself more positively than ever 
about getting well. 

This evening he had one or two coughing 
spells, but was holding his own so well when 
the regular consultation was heid that the 
doctors felt safe in saying there would be no 
more bulletins till mo g. His pulse and 
— were so nearly normal that the 
conditions fora favorable night seemed cer- 
tain. The irregular respiration showed that 
the lungs were still in bad shape, but so long 
as they shall not congest further it is felt 
that the congestion will vallv yield. The 
nourishment which the General takes so well 
is really giving him some of his old strength, 
but it comes back so slowly that it is hardly 
perceptibie. All the organic troubles re- 
main, and till the patient’s system is much 
stronger little can be done to overcome them. 
The signs of a slightly improved condition of 
the liver, which were manifest two or three 
days ago, continue. 


Sheridan’s Condition Still Unchanged. 

WasHINGTon, D. C., June 18—12:30a. m.—

report in Gen. Sheridan’s condition. Every- 
thing was quiet about the house, and the at- 
tendants said the General was sleeping.

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One Man Killed and Many Hurt—Three 
Families Missing—Other Fires. 

New York, June 13.—(Special.|—A dis- 
astrous fire broke out early this morning on 
the southeast corner of Second avenue and 
Second street. The building is a five-story 
brick tenement, with @ store on the ground 
floor. It has fire-escapes on both the avenue 
and street, but a great many of the windows 
are not reached by these escapes: The 
fire was discovered in the cellar be- 
neath the store, which was unoccupied, 
by Policemen Brush and Burkhardt a few 
minutes before 1 o'clock. The officers ran 
through the house to alarm the inmates and 
had great difficulty in getting out them- 
selves.

MURDERED FOR INSURANCE MONEY, 


A Woman Who Poisoned Her Own Hus 
band and C .ildren. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 12.—[Special.|— 
Mrs. Sarah Jane Whiteling, who has killed 
three persons by poisoning them within the 
last three months, has been arrested in this 
city and has confessed totwo of che murders, 
but maintains that the third committed sui- 
cide. Her victims were her husband, John 
Whiteling, her 9year-old daughter Bertha, 
and a boy, Willie, aged 2 years. The woman 
at fret denied having committed the crime. 
She was locked up, and, after spending a 
night in a cell, was found on her knees pray- 
ing. Then she made a confession and de- 
tailed how she killed the children. She au- 
mitted having bought a quantity of rat 
poison, which she administered to the chil- 
dren in spoonful doses. When the oldest 
child became ill a physician was called in and 
prescribed for her. The mother, instead of 
giving her the medicine, kept giving her the 
poison until she died. She pursued the same 
course in the case of the little boy, and after 
the death of each collected the money from 
the insurance companies. The woman was 
married in Clinton, Ia.,to Tom Brown in 1868, 
but soon moved to Chicago. The couple came 
to Philadeiphia after the great fire and brown 
died in the penitentiary while serving a sen- 
tence for highway robbery. His widow mar- 
ried Whiteling in 1880. 


Shot His Wife and Marched Her Home. 

NORWAY, Mich., June 12.—[Special.]}—Edwin 
Warren and his wife Hattie have quarreled for a 
longtime. Finally the wife left her husband and 
returned to her family. In the great fre Satur- 
day she lost everything. This noon she was on 
the street, when her husband met her and de- 
manded her returo to his home. She refused, 
whereupon he drew a revolver and shot her. He 
then raised her to her feet, and, with the revolver 
at her head, marched her through the streets to 
his home, defying arrest. He was overpowered 
and is now in jailat Iron Mountain in hourly ex- 
pectation of Judge Lynch's arrival.

The petitioners knew well, or ought to know, 
that they have no property interest in the 
sidewalk space; that the roadway space 
is dedicated to the public use. The Supreme 
Court has frequently affirmed this principle. 
The claim of the petitioners now is apparent- 
ly based on their illegal use of the sidewalk | 


space for storage purposes, as if 
it were private property. This use isin direct 
violation of the city ordinances. Sec. 1,960, 
Art. 49, of the Municipal Code provides that 

No clothing, goods, wares, merchandise, 
signs, boxes, poles, or any other article or 
thing shall be placed in front of any store, 
shop, or other place in the city, or on or 
above the sidewalk so as to occupy more 
than three feet next to the buildings or 
premises on such sidewalk,”’ etc. 

And in another section of this article it is 
provided that 

No person while receiving or delivering 
goods, wares, or merchandise shall permit 
the same to remain on any sidewalk longer 
than two hours, and for this purpose he shall 
not occupy over four feet of the outer edge 
of the sidewalk in front of his door.“ 

The petitioners and the lobbyists of the 
Council violate these provisions of the ordi- 
nance every day of the week. Loy J not only 
occupy the three feet next to the buildings, 
but the whole fourteen feet of sidewalk. 
They occupy and obstruct the whole street 
Without warrant of law and to the great in- 
convenience of property owners in other 
whe of the city and citizens generally. 

hey not only do this, put they will pot 
listen to any proposal for a modification of 
their illegality. The proposition embodied 
in the repealed ordinance was fair. It left

It remains to be seen whether the public 
will put up patiently with this intolerant dic- 
tation; whether the most direct and conven- 
ient public thoroughfare connecting tne resi- 
dence districts and the park systems of the 
North and South Divisions of the city shall 
be blocked up and used exclusively for pri- 
vate purposes to the eminent danger of thou- 
sands of citizens and the general inconven- 
— of the residents of the city and of vis- 

tors. 

The petitioners say that they are willing 

to compromise. As if they had any right to 
suggest a compromise! But it is probable 
that they will forget their promises, and the 
Aldermen will not be disposed to urge them 
in the matter. The reconsidered ord!nance 
was referred to a committee Monday even- 
ing. The committee will 2 take its 
time before reporting back. When the re- 
oot is made it will be deferred and pub- 
ished. By this time the Council will be on 
the eve of adjournment, and it will be easy 
for such civic statesmen as Billy Whelan 
and Jim Appleton to have the considerawon 
of the subjcet postponed until after the 
Aldermanic vacation. By that time the 
street will be paved at its present width, and 
the obstructionists will be furnished with an 
additional argument against the widening of 
the roadway—an argument good enough to 
pass with a majority of the present Council, 
perbaps. : 

What are the people going to do about the 
matter! The municipal authorities mignt be 
able to force a compromise on the obstruc- 
tionists oy enforcing the ordinances, but 
would the Council sustain such uction! The 
Aldermén have apparently ceased to rep- 
resent the blic. They represent an 
interest merely. Perhaps if a delegation 
of citizens interested in this improvement 
were to visit the Council chamber it might 
have some effect. Certainly nothing will be 
done if they remain supine and inactive. 

{t is said that Ald. Dixon had in view a pian 
for ultimately uniting Michigan avenue and 
the Lake-Shore drive by a magnificent boule- 
vard system. The same matter was agitated 
some three or four years ago, but Mayor Harri- 
son disapproved of it. The plan under consid- 
eration and which has been discussed casually 
by the Park Commissioners is to make a 
boulevard of Pipe street, south of che Water- 
Works to Indiana, then turn west to Rush, 
thence south across Rush street bridge to 
Michigan avenue. This drive would complete 
the circuit of the parks and would avoid the 
annoyance of driving through a crowded 
business street as at present.

Causes were believed to be operative, es- 
peciaily along the border, by which certain 
of the Southern Commonwealths were ex- 
pected to be drawn into the Republican 
golumn. It is idle now to discuss the bun- 
giing and self-sufficiency in the campaign 
direction by which the voters of those States 
were not enabled to secure an untrammeled ex- 
pression of the popular will, if it were genuine- 
ly in favor of a return to the doctrines of the 


sufficient to understand—and Republican 
voters should understand it—that the failure 
to break the Solid South in 1884 can be re- 
peated in 1888 only at grave and appalling 
risk. Another Democratic victory, with the 
Unitea States Senate to be made Democratic 
by a division of Texas into two or perhaps 
three Democratic States, a Democratic House 
of Representatives, the Solid South once 
more confirmed in its conviction that the des- 
tiny of the United States Government is 
again securely in its hands, and what 
thoughtful man, conscientious in his adhe- 
sion to the Constitution and its amendments, 
can confront the possibilities of National 
politics without apprehension? 

There is no need of a cry of alarm. The 
social and moral status of the South 1s ap- 
parent. Only a profound ignorance ur crim- 
inal sloth can be indifferent to it. The States 
which sought to dissolve the Union and erect 
vpon its empire a number of petty dominions 
that in time would become the easy prey of 
internal factions or the willing dupes of for- 
eign intervention have had a chance to show 
what they would do were they perfectly un- 
trammeled. It is true that for years they 
have suffered nothing from the consequences 
of the war. Every enlightenéd politician 
among them, whatever be his party affllia- 
tions pastor present, concedes that emanci- 
pation has blessed the South. Not only were 
her serfs made freemen but her capacity for 
self-development was emandipated with her 

‘slaves. While they remained in the state of 
chattels, their labor compulsory and their 
discontent menacing, the South was doomed 
to isolation, indoience,; and cotton, with the 
few other staples of her slave-worked fieids. 
She was com pelled to accept the double boon 
of free labor and emancipated industry. What 
has she done with it in the long period during 
which her destiny has been in her own 
hands? | . 

The rule of the Democratic party in the 
South, secured by Democratic victory in the 
North, has been long enough peaceful and 
uninterrupted for the whole country to ask 
the South what it has been doing with its 
free men and freed industry, What has it 
achieved in the universal supremacy of the 
Democratic party? What has it to show as 
the moral and social fruits of a Solid South, 
as solid as when Lee and Davis were madly 
carrying italong to the abyss of political dis- 
solution? What can it öffer to the patriot 
States of the North in evidence that the rule 
of the Democratic party in its area has been 
beneficent? to ee | 

It has largely-increased manufactures, 
thanks to its freedom of men and labor. It 
has some expansion of service, due 
largely to Northern capital, the opening of 
Southern mines, and the Northern invalids 
who flock to its genial resorts. That is all; 
and that all it owes to the Republican party. 
Few of the Southern States absolutely under 
Democratic control have shown the slightest 
sincerity in carrying out the decision of the 
Nation upon social questions, There has not 
only been no hearty good will toward the 
treed blacks, but there has been a stolid and 
even vicious opposition to their humble but 
heroic efforts to improve themselves.

Where they have not taken steps to educate 
themselves there have been no rational and 
generous measures in their behalf. Sub- 
jected to compulsory political impotency, they

For the great mass of the poor whites there 
has been no nobler or higher sympathy. 
Some of the States contain men of conscience 
and rightful ambition for their communities 
in social and intellecttial matters. These 
men have done their best to promote the 
Blair bill as the only agency by which the 
school can be planted throughout the South. 
Others, more mindfuj of the hoary doctrine 
| of State’s rights in its worst sense, prefer 
that illiteracy and degradation sbould con- 
tinue to prevail rather than that the moaifica- 
tion of them should ensue through the benefi- 
cence of the Nation. Had the Solid South 
been broken in 1884 it would have remained 
broken and its units would have become sen- 
sitive to the influence of National progress in 
: tion, science, culture, and rational re- 
finemént. Even if not a Southern State had 
cast a vote for Mr. Blaine his electſon would 
have broken the Solid South and opened its 
doors to the infusion of National sympathy. 
Local taxation would have been applied to 
education. Libraries and schools would have 
been in demand. One State after another, 
moved by obvious considerations of self- 
interest, would have come into the Repub- 
lican ranks. The fatal spell, the spell which 
keeps the South indolent in education, hate- 
ful toward the heirs of the brutal past, ma- 
lignant toward National unity, and incapable 
of becoming Nationaily homogeneous, would 
have been broken. 

Looking over the names of the Republican 
Presidential candidates, what one among 
them is most likely to incline the South to- 
ward National unity! In Judge Gresham the 
South finds a man possessing the qualifica- 
tions she professes to admire in her own

THE REAL BASIS OF SUFFRAGE. 

A correspondent writing to Tue TRIBUNE 
in defense of the woman-suffrage plank in 
the Prohibition platform affirms that women 
as well as men come within the statement of 
the Declaration of Independence that all 
men are created equal, endowed with m- 
alienable rights, and that among these are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.“ 
To claim, however, that suffrage is one of 
these rights and that the Declaration of In- 
dependence was intended to give women the 
baliot is absurd. It was not so intended 
and no one so understood it. In the Govern- 
ment established pursuant to the Declaration 
of Independence the rights of women to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness were 
recognized equally with those of men and 
secured by the same safeguards, and the only 
so-called discrimination practiced against 
women has been as to political privileges, not 
as to natural or civil rights. In fact this so- 
called discrimination inberes in the sexual 
inability of women to perform police duty, 
Wage war, or wield any of the coercive 
powers of government. A peculiar privilege 
has been withheld from tnem because they 
are physically and morally disqualitiea from 
taking upon themselves the corresponding 
duties and obligations whose basis is force 
and coercion. 

Even with men the suffrage is not a natural 
tight, but simply a privilege which the power 
that grants may take away. The Supreme 
Court bt the United States has so heid. 
Every man is entitled as of right to his life, 
liberty, and the protection of his property 
until he forfeits one or the other 
by crime. So are all women. In re- 
spect to these rights the sexes are precisely 
equal, No woman may be deprived of her 
life, liberty, or property in any manner that 
would not apply equally to a man. It is ail 
bosh to talk about the wrong of taxation 
without representation“ when she property 
of women is taxed on precisely the same 
terms with that of male citizens and receives 
exactly the same benefits and protection. A 
tax is a sum paid for the sake of certain gov- 
ernmental protection—protection in title anda 
possession, protection from fire or trespass, 
protection from criminals, etc. All these 
benefits go equally to the male and the female 
taxpayer, and are in the nature of an equiva- 
lent for value received. The only tax im- 
posed on menin some States in their char- 
acter as voters is the poll-tax, and with that 
women have nothing to do. 

The natural rights of men and women be- 
ing the same,.and the law recognizing and 
treating them as such, the governing power 
has only to determine the Best means to se- 
cure their enforcement. In the last resort 
all government is a matter of coercion or 
compulsory obeaience. Rebels, invaders, 
rioters, and criminals must be overcome and 
if necessary destroyed by superior physical 
power, Without such force no government 
could be maintained for a week even in its 
own territory and when assailed only by the 
criminal class of the population. The real 
government of a community is represented 
by its police; shrievalty, posse comitatus, 
militia, army and navy. Since, then, the 
enforcement of the law must be committed 
to the adult males, it is held a wise policy to 
give them the power to make the iaw who 
alone can enforce it, and permit the element 
of power to register its strength at the polls 
instead of proving it by a resort to arms. 
Thus the ballot is given to the fighting ele- 
ment of the community—to those who in 
case of invasion or domestic insurrection 
must go to the front and pay with their 
bodies in enforcmmg the authority of the 
Government. Iufirm, maimed, and invalid 
men vote, but there are few voters who could 
not handle a musket and aid in quelling a 
riot in case of emergency. 

While there must be exceptional cases un- 
der any general rule, it is true generally that 
the voting force is the fighting force of the 
country. In return for the privilege of 
voting men are liable to jury service, police 
duty, and militia service. They can be sum- 
moned to help keep the peace and put down 
riots. The Government retains the right to 
put every able-bodied voter in the front of 
battle if necessary and make him give up his 
life for his flag. Women are sexually dis- 
qualified from all these duties and services 
incident to the suffrage. They are the non- 
combatant element of the population. They 
might vote laws, but they would be powerless 
to compel obedience. To give them the suf- 
frage would involve the absurdity of putting 
the function of command into the hands of 
those who lack the power to compel others 
to obey their will. Under such a rule gov- 
ernment could be maintained and the law 
enforced faithfully only in countries where 
gallantry and chivalry flourish to such an ex- 
tent that the men would permit themselves 
to be ruled against their desires by women. 


ELECTION BOODLE IN THE CAMPAIGN. 

The inquiry is continually made where the 
Republicans will get a great campaign fund 
if Gresham is nominated and how they ex- 
pect to hold down the Democratic majorities 
in the rotten wards of New York City unless 
they have a big bank account to draw on.

A nominee may be capable, worthy, 
liberal, and generous, but if the idea that he 
is a rich man is once fixed in the public mind, 
as representing the distinctive character of 
his candidacy, heavy losses at the polls are 
certain. Men are now being urged for the 
Republican Presidential nomination who 
would be better candidates and leaders if 
they possessed only moderate means. Money 
is a powerful lever to get a nomination from 
a convention secure an election to the

not filled by popular vote, but unless a rich 
man has qualities that will overshadow and 
dwarf his millions he is certain to prove a 
weak candidate before the people, particu- 
larly if he is known to be liberal and is sus- 
pected of using his meaas to aid his election. 

While Senatorships and Governorships 
may be won by liberal rich men in States 
where party majorities are heavy, the Re- 
publican party is in no condition té under- 
take for the first tame the experiment of 
running for the Presidency a candidate with 
a “ bar’l,” and because he has one. Once let 
the idea get out that the party had nominated 
arich man and expected to carry the elec- 
tion by the free use of his money, and from 
that time on all spontaneous and hearty en-

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Hardly a man would raise a 
expenses were paid and he was compensated 
for his time. Speakers could not be had 
to address meetings in country school- 
houses unless their livery hire was paid 
and they were compensated for loss 
ot time and wear and tear. If the 
campaign were put on a distinctly 
pecupiary basis each worker would claim 
that he had as good a right to a finger in the 
pie as any other, and could not but feel that 
if he rendered a service free he was in effect 
defrauded and denied the recompense others 
gained. Few people would contribute to the 
campaign fund when a millionaire candidate 
had been nominated with the express under- 
standing that he and his rich friends would 
furnish all the money neeaed. No better 
plan could be devised to freeze out or kill all 
honest Republican sentiment and make de- 
feat inevitable. ; 

Eight years ago a special campaign fund of 
$200,000 or more was contributed by Repub- 
licans to carry Indiana, and the Democrats 
at once matched it with an equal or greater 
amount. Nearly half a million dollars was 
thus thrown into the Indiana canvass and 
squandered on worthiess bummers during 
the last ten days beforg the October elec- 
tion, but the effect on the poll was 
almost inappreciable. In the opinion of the 
best observers not a hundred votes more 
were changed for one side than for the other 
by the distribution of boodle, and most of 
the money stuck to the hands of the demor- 
alized and corrupted workers“ who were 
charged with the duty of disbursing it. It 
was true of the Republicans, at least, that if 
this special fund had been raised or promised 
atthe beginning of the campaign Republic- 
an enthusiasm would have been deadened. 
As it was, the boodle proved wholly useless 
and demoralizing. 

Money may be more effective, of course, in 
New York City than in Indiana, but the way 
to offset the enormous Democratic majorities 
in the factories, mills, and shops in the great 
tariff-protected centre about New York Bay 
is to get the largest vote possible in the rural

In a German Crash. 

An American woman who attended the funeral 
of the German Emperor in company with her 
son, a lad of 11, says: “It was a shockingly 
managed affair. Wecame near being crushed 
to death. I was hustled one way, my boy 
another. For hours I was frantic in the crowd, 
without being able to stir hand or foot. 
A gentleman had the boy with him, but the ex- 
citement of the mob was so great I feared he 
couldn’t hold him. Women were killed; one old 
lady whs walked right over; a horse was thrown 
down and trampled on: one man put his hand up 
to reach foracane a friend was trying to hand 
him, and he couldn’t get his arm down again for 
upward of an hour. We saw all the pag- 
eant and came out safely, but we waited 
from 5 until 8 a. m. for it to begin; then 
came the rushing and crushing. At 10 
o’clock the soldiers and police let the de- 
tachment pass to which we belonged. At 10:30 
we entered the dome, and the sight we saw was 
some compensation for the trials we endured, 
but nothing could be worth the risk we took, and 
Inever would attempt such a thing again. A 
German crowd is not ill-natured in expression, 
but a man would trample on his mother if she 
were’ in his way. The number wounded and 
killed was great, but there was not a word about 
them in the German papers; all reports of the 
te suppressed,’’—Shoe and Leather e- 
porter. 


That Driven- Well Decision, 

Philadelphia Record (Dem.): The fact that 
Judge Gresham was among the half-dozen or 
more United States Judges who from time to 
time declared valid the driven-well patent has 
been cited to farmers in some of the Eastern 
States as evidence of his sympathy with monop- 
oly. Two other Circuit Judges had affirmed the 
validity of the patent before Judge Gresham was 
brought to the necessity of making a decision in 
the case, and as the evidence was the same as 
had previously been given he followed the exist- 
ing decisions, according to the ourrent and equit- 
able rules of practice. When the driven-well 
monopoly was finally broken last November by 
the Supreme Court the decision was based upon 
a statement of facts and upon pointe of law that 
had not been made before any of the Judges con- 
cerned in the earlier cases in which the validity 
oi the patent had been in question.

FRAUDS IN LOUISIANA. 


PROPOSED SENATORIAL INVESTIGA- 
TION OF HER ELECTION METHODS. 


A Device to Ascertain if She Has a Repub- 
lican Form of Government—Democratic 
Methods of Disposing of Contested- 
Election Cases—Billy i Marvin’s Ready 

~~ Wit—The Rebuilding ? the Rock II- 
and Dam-— Important Amendments to 
the Extradition Laws. 


Democratic Senators were thrown into a cold 
sweat today. by Senator Chandler’s resolu- 
tion. Its purpose is to find out whether Lou- 
isiana has a republican form of government 
or not. The Federai Constitution guarantees 
to every State a republican form of govern- 
ment, but tne Louisiana Senators have told 
the Senate in effect that it is nobody’s busi- 
ness what sort of a government the sover- 
eign State of Louisiana has. The Chandler 
resolution refers the credentials of Sen- 
ator Gibson of Louisiana (for his new 
term) to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, and instructs that committee 
to inguire into all the facts of the 
Senatorial election and to ascertain and re- 
port whether or not at the recent State elec- 
tion in Louisiana, which included the election 
of the State Legislature, the 136,746 votes re- 
turned for the candidate of the Democratic 
party for Governor were actually cast, in 
view of the fact that at no previous election 
had the votes for the candidate of such party 
exceeded 88,794; and why in the Parish of 
Madison 8,530 votes were cast for one party 
and none for the other;in East Feliciana, 
2,276 to 5; m Morehouse, 1,584 to 14; in 
Ouachita, 2,994 to 5; in Tensas, 4,627 
to 118; with similar returns . from 
other parishes; also to ascertain 
and report whether or not, at such State 
election, there was any violence, intimida- 
tion, or fraud that prevented a fair election, 
and whetper false returns were made and 
counted. In case the committee shall con- 
clude that there were illegalities, frauds, 
false canvasses, and false returns so ex- 
tensive and systematic in their character as 
to show a deliberate plan to carry the elec- 
tion without regard to the votes actually 
cast, and to choose Governor, State officers, 
and State Legislature by such illegal, 
talse, and fraudulent means, then the 
committee is instructed to 
further and inquire and report wheth- 
er the Legislature was actually and 
duly elected by the people of Louisiana, or 
was in fact solely the creation of the return- 
ing and canvassing officers; and whetherſtne 
State of Louisiana had May 22, 1888 (the day 
of Senator Givson’s election), a republican 
form of government, including a Legisla- 
ture entitled to choose a United States Sen- 
ator. The resolution was laid over until to- 
morrow, when there will be some warm talk 
over it.

If a ‘tugitive criminal 
brought within the United States by 
proceedings in extradi be acquitted of 
the offense for which he was extradited, or 
if the prosecution shall fail or be discontin- 
ued, he may thereafter be tried for another 
offense, provided that if tne treaty under 
which he was surrendered forbids his trial 
for any other offense than that for which the 
extradition was granted, or if the surrender- 
ing Government objects to such trial, he 
shall not be so tried until he shali have had 
reasonable opportunity to return to the juris- 
diction of the country from which he was 
extradited. In case the President shall at 
any time be of the opinion that the person 
held for extradition ought not be surrendered 
he may direct his immediate discharge.
